Western people everywhere are in 
cheerful mood, inspired by general and in 
most areas soaking rains during the last 
week, From the southern districts where 
dust storms and grasshoppers were giv- 
ing trouble the reaction has been particu- 
larly marked. Reports from all or near- 
ly all points in the dry belt are that suffi- 
cient moisture is in the ground to carry 
the crops along for some time.

Do It Now 


Some opposition members at Ottawa 
want to stall the Central Bank Mortgage 
bill until next session, and offer in explana- 
tion that it might take them a month to 
get through discussing the measure in the 
banking committee. The bill contains 31 
clauses, definitive clauses and all. The ob- 
jectors are not claiming any talent for 
speed when they suggest one clause per 
day as their maximum. 

Be that as it may, the better course is 
to tell them to do their discussing now. 
Whether that takes them one month or 
three, the country can better afford the 
prolongation of the session than another 
year’s delay in dealing with the subject. 
The mortgage situation is chaotic, and the 
flow of money into new construction is in 
consequence sluggish. There is no pros- 
pect of improvement without a whole- 
sale plan for the readjustment of present 
mortgage debts and a defined basis for 
mortgage lending in future. 

Both these things the bill undertakes 
to provide. It has been drawn by of- 
ficials whose trade is the drafting of leg- 
islation and who understood both the pur- 
poses in view and the method proposed. 
The probability is parliament would make 
no improvements in the structure, however 
long it mulled over the wording of the bill. 
It is also probable that any member who is 
normally well informed on the subject and 
desirous of having it dealt with could sat- 
isfy himself as to the contents of the meas- 
ure in a week. 

Perhaps what the objectors have in 
mind is that if they could stall action for 
a year they might in that time think up 
some scheme to stall it still longer. It is 
a little hard to accept the point that they 
are as slow thinkers as they claim to be. 
And if they are, the country can't afford 
to give them a whole year to mull over a 
situation they should have been studying 
for years past.

homes that an empire can claim to be of 
service to its own peoples and to the 

This is the answer to any who may 
ask what practical advantages the citi- 
zens of the British Empire enjoy. It is 
equally a word of reproof to unthinking 

who see nothing in the Empire 
but vastness of territory, bulk of popula- 
tion, and military strength, and who boast 
about these as though they were justifi- 
for its existence. These are not 
for which the Empire exists, 
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and could not of themselves command the 
loyalty of its peoples. Genghiz Khan or 
Attila could also boast vastness of terri- 
tory, bulk of population and military 
power for the empires they founded. 

The British Empire is different. It 
has a purpose. Its function is to protect 
and to serve the peoples who compose it. 
Only as it does this can it deserve their 
support and hold their devotion. Its basis 
is the democratic principle that the state 
exists for the individual, and its success 
is to be measured according as_ it con- 
tributes to his welfare. Because of the 
security they enjoy and the civil rights 
they hold, its peoples may work out for 
themselves the largest measure of pros- 
perity they can devise ways to bring 
about; and this without sacrificing their 
right to live their individual lives in dig- 
nity and self-respect. That is why the 
British Empire is, and is worth preserv- 
ing at all cost.

The 
larger advisory committee is scheduled 
to meet in July.

Since Hitler began threatening little neigh- 
bors, and bragging of what his armies and air 
fleets would do to them if they didn’t give way, 
we haven't heard much from those folk who 
blamed the terms of the Versailles Treaty for 
today’s unrest and militarism. Perhaps it would 
be more conducive to good 
feelings if nations could do 
as ring fighters—shake hands 
before they start and after it 
is over, and develop a better feeling for the test 
of skill and strength. But that sort of chivalry 
isn't bred in an atmosphere of poison gases and 
submarine sinkings of women and children. It 
couldn't work unless it was honored by both 
sides. So long as wars are conducted on a theory 
that the loser pays—and pays all the more heav- 
ily if he happens to have been an aggressor—the 
Treaty of Versailles with its obligation to pay 
indemnities, forfeit colonies and restrict military 
and naval might, was a reasonable one as treaties 
go. After all, Germany was the aggressor, and 
the damage was all inflicted upon the lands and 
possessions of other nations.

WHO BLAMES 
THE TREATY? 


Just reading up John Buchan’s History of the 
Great War to make sure my impression of the 
Treaty of Brest-Litovsk was well founded. The 
Treaty of Brest-Litovsk embodies the separate 
peace Russia obtained from Germany in March 
1918, after the collapse of the Russian armies 

and the overthrow of the 
HOW GERMANY Czvarist regime. Though 
GORED RUSSIA Germany, anxious for peace 

on the eastern front, so as to 
throw her massed might upon the Allies in the 
West, offered the Russian revolutionists peace 
without indemnities or loss of territories for 
prompt acceptance, she broke that promise to a 
grievous extent after it had been accepted. Here 
are the territories she exacted from Russia as 
the price of peace—Esthonia, Livonia, Courland, 
Lithuania and Poland in the north, with Erivan, 
Kars and Batum in the Caucasus. In addition, 
Ukraine and Finland were to be taken from Rus- 
sia and set up as independent nations under Ger- 
man nfluence. On top of this, an indemnity of 
$1,500,000,000 was to be paid. 

John Buchan summarises the extent of the 
sacrifices forced on Russia by Germany in per- 
centages of wealth and population, It was 26 
per cent of the population, 27 per cent of all 
arable land, 37 per cent of crops, 26 per cent of 
railway s ns, 33 per cent of all manufactures, 
73 per cent of the iron industry and 75 per cent 
of the coal industry of Russia. This attempted 
spoliation of Russia, forcing 55 millions of Slavs 
to come under German rule for defending their 
against aggression, is the measure by 


country 
which Germany proposed to deal with those she 
conquered. It’s ruthlessness shocked the world. 
Allied victories later in the year saved Russia 
from being thus ground under the heel of the 
German aggressors. 


What would have been the price exacted from 
Britain had German plans for a “sudden death” 
victory been successful. Canada assuredly would 
have become a German possession. Walter H.

‘ Fresh Hope 

The new Anglo-Turkish pact is certainly 
serving the sacred cause of world peace. 
Recent experiences have proved that Hitler 
understands only brute force and that the 
dictatorships will put up with it accordingly as 
the democracies take a clear-cut and radical 
position, It was enough for one speech by M. 
Daladier and Mr. Chamberlain to block the 
Hitler advance and to save Danzig, The Fuehrer 
has been at a standstill for a month; the man 
who dared to annex Czecho-Slovakia fears to 
launch his soldiers against Poland. The fact is 
significant, and proves the Eden-Churchill-Duff 
Cooper clan to have been right. So long as the 
democracies stand firm, peace is in no imme- 
diate danger. Furthermore, this attitude may 
serve to save the countries already considered 
lost. Such is the case of Jugoslavia, which has 
just refused to adhere to the Rome-Berlin Axis 
and to sacrifice its national interests to Hitler 
and Mussolini, Certainly, the present situation 
cannot endure forever, but the passing of time 
will as surely exhaust the dictators as it will 
strengthen the democracies. We may take hope 
afresh. Slowly Hitler advances toward suicide.

The Soothing Cup 


Years ago, when we read of Mr. Venus, the 
taxidermist, as being repeatedly occupied in 
“swilling his powerful mind in tea,” little did we 
realize that that honest little man was indulging 
in a national custom, that was surely raising Bri- 
tain to the front rank of democratic nations. 

Mussolini’s recent ridicule of the British cus- 
tom of drinking tea in the afternoon may have 
been inspired more by envy than anything else. 
For Colonel Georges Vanier, Canada’s new min- 
ister to France, believes there will never be a 
serious political upheaval in Britain so long as its 
people continue their afternoon tea habit. 

For eight years at Canada House, says Col. 
Vanied, he has looked from his office window at 
Trafalgar square where on Sundays and holi- 
days political demonstrations of all kinds are 
held—chiefly protest meetings against some 
action of the government or in support of some 
foreign country ruled by dictators. “I have 
watched these meetings,” he adds, “some of them 
beautifully organized by the police, and I have 
heard the most vociferous language used. But 
as 4 o'clock approaches the gatherings melt away. 
It is the afternoon tea hour, and I realize the 
power of tea in England. I cannot imagine a 
revolution starting in this country because if it 
did it would certainly be interfered with by the 
tea hour. The only explosive, indeed, I can think 
of would be any attempt to dispense with tea or 
the tea hour.”—Winnipeg Tribune. 


Where Goes Spain? 

At long last the Madrid “victory parade” is 
over, Flop though it was as a spectacle, its 
Significance has not been affected by the 
weather. That parade put Anglo-Italian rela- 
tions back on the spot. Postponed at least twice, 
it has been Mussolini's excuse for leaving his 
troops in Spain contrary to the pledge he gave 
Britain on the signing of the British-Italian 
accord. There are no excuses for stalling left; 
none that is likely to prove acceptable in London 
at any rate. 

But should he make good his promise, the 
Spanish incident will not be closed. Withdrawal 
immediately raises the question of where Gen- 
eral Franco stands in the new division of 
Europe. It sets the stage for yet another diplo- 
matic skirmish in the game of choosing-up-sides. 
In repatriati I “volunteers” the dictators 
will certainly not sacrifice any opportunities for 
exerting influence on the new Spanish govern- 
ment. It is equally certain that Britain and 
France will do what they can to break down 
the connections, 

It is reasonable to assume that the dictators 
have made those fairly solid. It is more reason- 
able to assume that they did not give the rebels 
the help they did out of the goodness of their 
hearts, There was a price. How much or how 
it was paid, or will be paid, no one knows. 
Both Franco and Mussolini have given their 
word, for what that is worth, that it did not 
include any territorial concessions, But since 
Italy has nothing of great commercial value to 
expect of Spain, the conclusion is that the debt 


will be paid in political, perhaps military, 
currency. 
This does not mean that Franco has sold 


In the position he has been in, 
it was he should lean to their 
side. But h no means Off the spot, and 
from now on they can be of little help to him 
The sort of assistance he needs he must secure 
from Britain and France. Not only is he in need 
of refinancing, but he must hold the British 
market for Spain’s exports 

If Franco has been on the “self- 
sufficiency” economy of his totalitarian friends, 
credit may not be the influence it should be in 
the circumstances. But there are factors on the 
political side Which might work to the advantage 
of London and Paris. To begin with, they do not 
ask as much of Spain, come a war, as do the 
dictators. They are not seeking military assist- 
ance and a Mediterranean base. Sufficient for 
them that Spain remain neutral. More than a 
match for totalitarian might in that sea, they 
need only the freedom of action which Spanish 
neutrality affords 

Even s0, London and Paris have their work 
cut out for them. Indeed, it is not certain that 
Franco is actually the master in his own house- 
hold. But without discounting any of the com- 
mitments that the Axis is said to have wrung 
from him, this can be as much an advantage as 
a disadvantage for the democracies. There is a 
strong anti-Italian, anti-German sentiment 
running through the coalition on which Franco 
must depend. Commitments or no commitments, 
it can be the real voice in foreign policey.—To- 
ronto Globe and Mail
